Rhoades' column in a San Diego paper is, we know, 
particularly gratifying to Sierra Madreans who are 
acquainted with the universally loved Lee Shippey. 
It is especially gratifying to us who hove, in the past 
19 months, come in contact with this splendid character 
through his weekly writings in the SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS. Titled “Holiday From Darkness," Mr Rhoades' 
article follows: 


“Tomorrow, Lee Shippey of Del Mar, the retired dean 
of Southern California newspaper columnists, will be re¬ 
joicing in a very personal kind of independence. It will be 
the first Fourth of July in 50 years that he has been able 
to read a newspaper. 

Back about 1906, when Shippey was a struggling 
freelance writer in Kansas City, the chic thing for young 
men was to own a fancy meerschaum pipe that had been 
beautifully colored by smoking it properly and giving it 
special treatment. 

Shippey was told to carry his pipe in a chamois skin 
bag, and clean the outside of the bowl with wood alcohol. 
The bowl was supported by a carved eagle claw, which 
Shippey did not know was hollow. It would fill with the 
wood alcohol and his optic nerve soon was paralyzed. 

He recovered part of his sight, but all during his 
newspaper career in Kansas City and Los Angeles, he 
could not see enough to read. His mother, sister and later 
his wife read aloud to him. He used a typewriter by a 
touch system. 

Several weeks ago, Shippey’s son, Charles, a Chula 
Vista insurance man, read of a new development in 
glasses, and virtually forced him to see a doctor. Shippey 
had long since lost all hope. But the new typo lens, 
a .sort of microscope, worked. With one eye blacked out, 
he can now road for him.solf.”

SECTION 7312. AUTHORITY. 
This Chapter Is adopted pursu* 
ant to Article 7, Chapter 5, Part 
3, Division 5 of the Health and 
Safety Code of the State of Cal¬ 
ifornia. and pursuant to Aitlcle 
4 Chapter 6, Part 3, Division 5 
of the Health and Safety Code 
of the State of California and 
further pursuant to Section II 
of Article XI of the State of 
California, and pursuant to Sec¬ 
tions 54345-6 of the California 
Government Code.

SECTION 7309. CHARGES

and manner of blllln*-: for serv¬ 
ices on premises not served with 
city water shall be ns deter¬ 
mined by the Administrative 
Officer. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing the Administrative 
Officer shall have the power to 
authorize or require payment to 
be made on a monthly basis If 
he Is of the opinion that such 
a procedure is In the best Inter¬ 
ests of the City. 

SECTION 7310. CONNECTION 
CHARGES. 

1. Sewer Lateral Connection 
Charges: General. Any person 
desiring to connect to the City 
sewer system shall apply for a 
permit at the time and before 
he shall connect his property to 
any city sewer system, and he 
shall first pay to the City a 
connectoln charge as follows: 


(a) The sum of $4.50 ner 
front foot. The amount de¬ 
rived from this connection 
charge shall be placed in the 
Sewer Fund and shall be used 
only for the acquisition, con- 
structlon, reconstruction, 
maintenance and operation of 
sanitation or sewerage facili¬ 
ties, to repay principal and 
Interest on bonds issued for

(b) Sewer Lateral Connec¬ 
tion Charges: Subdivision.

ORDINANCE NO. 667 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE ADDING 
NEW SECTIONS 7304-7313 TO 
THE SIERRA MADRE CITY CODE 
PROVIDING FOR SEWER RENT¬ 
AL AND MAINTENANCE CHARGES 
FOR THE DISCHARGE OF SEW¬ 
AGE INTO OR THROUGH THE 
SEWERS OF THE CITY OP SIER¬ 
RA MADRE, PROVIDING FOR 
THE COLLECTION OF SUCH 
CHARGES. AND REPEALING SEC¬ 
TION 7303 OF THE CITY CODE 
IN CONNECTION THEREWITH. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. There are hereby 
added to the Sierra Madre City 
Code, new Sections 7304-7313 read¬ 
ing as follows: 

SECTION 7304. DEFINITIONS: 

(a) “Sewage” as referred to 
herein is defined as a combina¬ 
tion of Uqxild or water carried 
human w’aste conducted away 
from residences, business build¬ 
ings. and Institutions, which Is 
known as domestic sewage, to¬ 
gether with the liquid or water 
carried waste resulting from a 
maufacturlng process employed 
in industrial establishments. In¬ 
cluding the washing, cleaning or 
drain water from such process, 
which is known as industrial 
waste. 

(b) “Superintendent” when 
used herein refers to the City 
Engineer or any one delegated 
by him or by the City Council 
to the performance of duties as 
specified In this Chapter. 

(c) “City” when used herein 
refers to the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. 

(d) “Premises” when used 
herein refers to a lot, parcel or 
land, building or establishment. 

(e) “User” when used herein 
shall refer to sewage disposers. 

SECTION 7305. SEWAGE 
CHARGES: There is hereby lev¬ 
ied and assessed upon each 
premises having any sewer con¬ 
nection with the sewerage sys¬ 
tem of said City or otherwise 
discharging sewage which ulti¬ 
mately passes through the City 
sewerage system, a service charge 
or rental payable as hereinafter 
provided and in amount deter¬ 
minable as follows: 

(a) Single Family Dwellings— 
$.23 per month. 

(b) Duplex Dwellings, Apart¬ 
ments, Motels, Hotels and Flats 

—for each dwelling unit, a charge 
of 25c per month. 

(c) Any other premise Inside 
City, per connection, each $1.00 
per month. 

SECTION 7306. BILLING FOR 
AND PAYMENT OP MONTHLY 
SEWER SERVICE CHARGES. 

(a) All sewer service charges 
shall become due and payable to 
and at the office of the Water 
Collector on the Ist day of the 
month next succeeding the 
month of service and become 
delinquent on the 10th day of 
the succeeding month. 

(b) All bills for such charges 
shall be issued by the Water 
Collector. They shall be com¬ 
bined with bills or statements 
for water service rendered by 
the municipal water system In 
all cases where the premise In 
question Is connected to the 
municipal water system. The 
bills shall state their purpose 
(water and sewer service), shall 
give the name and last known 
address of the person responsi¬ 
ble for payment (as herein 
provided), and shall list sepa¬ 
rately the charge for water 
service and the charge for sev/- 
er service and the total charge 
for both services. Neither charge 
may be paid separately from the 
other. If a premise with sewer 
service is not connected w'lth 
the municipal water system, a 
separate bill shall be rei'dered 
for sewer service only. 

SECTION 7307. PERSONS RE¬ 
SPONSIBLE FOR PAYMENT All 
monthly sewer service charges 
shall be billed to the following 
persons: 

(a) In the case of any person 
whose premise is connected with 
the municipal water system, 
then to the person who request¬ 
ed such connection to the mu¬ 
nicipal water system or his suc¬ 
cessor in interest, or to any 
person requesting that such bill 
be charged to him, or 

(b) In the case of any person 
whose premise Is not connected 
to the municipal water system, 
then to the person who request¬ 
ed the connection to the munic¬ 
ipal sewer system or his succes¬ 
sor In Interest, or if no such 
request was made, then to the 
owner of record of such premiss 
on the date on which such 
preiiilse is required hcicby to 
connect to the municipal sewer 
system, or to the successor in 
Interest to such person, or to 
any person requesting that such 
bill be charged to him. 

SECTION 7308. ENFORCE¬ 
MENT MEASURES IN CASE OF 
DELINQUENCY. 

The Water Superintendent and 
the Water Collector are hereby 
charged with the enforcement 
of all of the provisions of this 
Chapter. The Chief of Police 
and all police officers of tne 
City shall be deputies of the 
Water Superintendent and the 
Water Collector for such pur¬ 
poses. 

<a) In the event of a violation 
of any terms of this Chapter, or 
any rule or regulation estab¬ 
lished pursuant hereto, the 
Water Superintendent or the 
Water Collector. In writing, 
shall notify the person causing, 
allowing or committing such 
violation, specifying the viola¬ 
tion and. If applicable, the time 
after which (upon the failure of 
such person to prevent or rec¬ 
tify the violation) the Water 
Superintendent will exercise his 
authority to disconnect the 
premlM from the municipal wa¬ 
ter system and/or the municipal 
sewer system; provided that 
such time shall be not less than 
five (5) days after the deposit 
of such notice in the United 
States Post Office at Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, California, addressed to the 
person to whom notice is given; 
provided, however, that In the 
event such violation results In 
a public hazard or menace, then 
the Water Superintendent may 
enter upon the premise wlthou" 
notice and do such things and 
expend such sums as may be 
necessary to abate such hazard, 
and the reasonable value of 
things done and the amoxmts 
expended in so doing shall be a 
charge upon the person so in 
violation. 

(b) Upon failure of any person 
billed or the owner of a premise 
to pay any sewer service charge 
prior to delinquency, any one or 
more of the following actions 
may, or where required hereby 
must, be taken by the City or 
Clay officials to enforce such 
payment, subject to the provi¬ 
sions of paragraph (a) of this 
Section. 

1. Each sewer service charge 
levied by or pursuant to this 
Chapter on any premise with¬ 
in the City limits of the City 
Is hereby made a lieu upon 
such premise and any steps 
authorized by law may be 
taken by the City to enforce 
payment of such lien. 

2. In each case where any 
bill for both water service 
and sewer service remains un- 

g ald for 30 dairs after sjch 
ill becomes delinquent, the 
Water Superintendent, upon 
notification of such delin¬ 
quency by the Water Collector, 
shall disconnect the premise 
from the municipal water sys¬ 
tem. and he may also discon¬ 
nect the premises from the 
municipal sewer system. When¬ 
ever a premise has been dis¬ 
connected from either the mu¬ 
nicipal water system or the 
municipal sewer system for 
nonpayment of water or sewer 
service charges, suen premise 
shall not be reconnected to 
either the municipal water 
system or the municipal sewer 
system until all delinquent

IT IS HERE that Dr. Rafferty makes his point about 
today’s educators and the schooling they are passing along 
to the American children. He says: 

“But I do know one thing. When that time comes—and 
it cannot be far distant—we educators had better not be 
caught short. 

“We had better not be caught withholding from the 
nation’s children the wonderful, sharp-edged, glittering 
word of Patriotism. In a word, this means Indoctrination. 
An ugly word? I think not. But if it is ugly to teach chil¬ 
dren to revere the great Americans of the past—to cherish 
the traditions of our country as holy things—and to hate 
Communism and its creatures like Hell—then I say let’s 
be ugly and let’s revel in it.” 


SPEAKING OF our youth and their teachers. Dr. Raf¬ 
ferty remarks that “had they been taught to love their 
country with the same passion that inspired other genera¬ 
tions of American youth, they would not now be wondering 
what all the fuss is about. They would know that their 
country is in danger, and that would bo enough. It was 
enough in 1861, and 1917, and 1941. It’s not enough today. 
Too many of them neither know nor care. 

“It’s our fault, and this is what frightens me. What 
will history have to say of my generation of educators— 
the generations of the 30’s, the 40’s and the 50’s? We were 
so busy educating for ‘life adjustment’ that we forgot to 
educate for survival. Worse still, we forgot that the first 
duty of a nation’s schools is to preserve that nation. 

“Words that America has treasured as a rich legacy, 
that had sounded like trumpet calls above the clash of 
arms, and the fury of debate, we allowed to fade from 
the classrooms and the consciousness of the pupils.

''OUR'SIN was greater than this, however. Patriotism 
feeds upon hero worship, and we (school authorities) 
decided to abolish heroes. Even the nursery rhymes, poor 
innocent little things beloved by generations of school 
children and which had come down to us from time 
immemorial, were pronounced ‘too violent’ and ‘sordid’ for 
the children to hear until after we had tinkered with them. 

“The fairy tales we felt were far too crude, and so we 
neutralized and dehydrated ‘Hansel and Gretel’ to the 
status of children on a Sunday school picinic, and Jack and 
Jill to a schoolboy swatting flies.

Jackson Say 
Russ Favor 
Communism 

“The man on the street,” 
the ordinary man in Soviet 
Russia, generaliy speaks 
well of America but on the 
other hand—whether he is a 
“Card-Carrying Comunist” or 
not—is convinced that Com¬ 
munism is best for him. 

In substance this is what 


Dr. Lowell Jackson, former 
superintendent of Sierra Ma- 
dre schools, told members of 
the Sierra Madre Kiwanis 
Club last Tuesday. 

Dr. Jackson, with a num¬ 
ber of other American edu¬ 
cators, spent a month in 
Russia last year. They visited 
Moscow and other centers of 
population, but also went 
into the interior of the coun¬ 
try for several thousand 
miles. 

They were permitted, he 
says, to pick their own itin¬ 
erary, but were carefully
